The board was made nonpartisan by 
President Taft and its Republican and Dem- 
@cratic members have worked in harmony in 
the prosecution of the investigations they 
have undertaken, 

Refuse to Await Facts. 

Without waititg for a report from the

LASHED BY WOMAN 


Person Known as His Wife in 
West Chicago Beats Him in 
Street Before Crowd

3 WOMEN IN HIS CART. 


Frank T. Brown of Brown & Hopkins, 
patent attorneys, was horsewhipped by a 
woman at 8 o'clock yesterday afternoon be- 
fore a crowd of twenty people in West Chi- 
cago. The wielder of the whip was known 
in town as Mrs. Brown. 

The woman made the attack while infuria- 
ed at the sight of.three young women driv- 
ing in the lawyer's trap to his country home 
on the Northwestern, Brookmere farm. Be- 
fore striking the attorney she lashed one of 
the women across the face. 

Apparently the women had gone there on 
the Chicago & Aurora electric. Mrs. Brown, 
unknown to Mr. Brown, went on the same 
train over the Chicago & Northwestern with 
him. He started walking from the station, 
intending to take a short cut acrossthe flelds 
to the farm. 


Stopes Rig; Lashes Woman. 

Before starting, however, Brown waited 
around the station fora few minutes, which 
gave his supposed wife a chance to get ahead 
of him. She walked about four blocks up 
Joliet street, a residence road, where she 
encountered the farm's private trap, driven 
by Ray Rogers, the Brown coachman. 

The woman ardered Brown to stop the 
team. He pretended not to hear her, and the 
woman dashed acrose the road, planted her- 
self in front of the horses, and grabbed them 
by the bits. 

‘*‘Now, you get down off the seat in a 
hurry!’’** she commanded the coachman. 

He started to descend and when he was 
half way down the woman pulled the whip 
out of his hand. Giving him one contemptu- 
ous filck across the shoulders, she reached 
out with the long lash and snapped it across 
the face of the woman in the front seat. 
The woman screamed, and at this crucial 
moment Brown appeared around a corner. 


First Uses Her Fist. 

“So this is where you were going to meet 
them!’ exclaimed Mrs, Brown. 

“My dear, my dear,” Mr. Brown began 
breathiessly. He got no further. Mrs. 
Brown lowered the whip just long enough 
to punch him viciously with her fist; then, 
whirling the lash around once more, cut 
him again and again across the mouth. In 
the struggle he got the whip away from her, 
but only fora moment. When she regained 
it he turned and fled down the road. 

Brown finally turned and started running 
again. Mrs. Brown pursued a few yards. 
Stripping off his coat, he threw it back in 
her face, turned hie own head toward the 
farm, and ran like the wind. 

At midnight Mrs. Frank T. Brown denied 
that she had assaulted her husband. She 
said at her residence, 4200 Hazel avenue, that 
she had not been in West Chicago during the 
day. She said that if her husband had been 
publicly whipped by a woman the assault 


was committed by some one who has posed in

FLOUR TO COUNTY; 
LOWPRICEIGNORED 


John M. Glenn of {linols Man- 
ufacturers’ Association 
‘Scores Board, 


BARTZEN LETTERS SHOWN 


 @ 
Specifications Not Followed, It Is 
Said, in Letting Big Contract 
for Institutions. 


“BAKING TEST’ OFFICIALS’ DEFENSE 


Charsxes that the county board has awarded 
@ contract for three months’ supply of flour 
for county institutions to the highest bidder 
and that the specifications were not followed 
were mace yesterday by John M. Glenn, sec- 
retary of the Illinois Manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation. 

Mr. Glenn made public letters which had 
passed between himself and Peter Bartzen, 
president of the county board. 

The coptract was awarded to N. G. Cony- 
bear & Cu., wholesale grocers of Chicago. 
Mr. Glenn asserts that two other well known 
milling companies submitted bids from 3% 
to 40 cents a barrel less than the price at 
which the contract was awarded. These 
companies submitted their bids in accord- 
ance with the specifications, Mr. Glenn says, 
but the contract was awarded to the highest 
bidder. 

In his istter Mr. Bartzen, Mr. Glenn 
scored the board for irregularities in the 
awarding of the contract. 


Glenn Scores Board, 

“Your departure from the specifications 
and the rules for awarding contracts to the 
lowest responsible biddérs,” wrote Mr. Glenn, 
“adopted about twenty years ago as the re- 
sult of a scandal in connection with question- 
able work of the county board, at which time 
some of the members of the board were in- 
dicted, convicted, and senfehted td Joliet, 
may again Jead to irrecularities and scandal 
in connection with letting contracts for the 
county supplies to the hig.u.est bidder instead 
of the lowest.” 

Mr. Bartzen replied that the Conybear 
company was awarded the contract because 
its flour proved the moet satisfactory in a 
baking test. He assertea the baking test is 
the only satisfactory test. Mr. Glenn insisted 
that this test was not in accordance with 
the advertisement and specifications for pro- 
posals for providing flour. 

‘The only satisfactory test on flour is the 
‘baking test,’’ said Mr. Bartzen, in a letter to 
Mr. Glenn. “ We caused loaves of bread to 
be baked from the various samples submit- 
ted at the county hospital and at the Oak 
Forest infirmary. Mr. Moir also had loaves 
baked by his baker at the Boston Oyster 
house. It was after careful examination of 
these samples that the award was made.” 

Mr. Glenn maintains thdt Mr. Bartzén’s 
explanation does not explain and hetold him 
so in a letter. 


Baking Test Not Specified. 
Referring to the baking tést, he said: 
“There is nothing in the specifications 

whatever that provides that the flour shall 
be tested by Mr. Henry C. Moir, proprietor 
of the Morrison hotel and the Boston Oyster 
house, and hence your reference to him is 
wholly irrelevant and immaterial.’”’ 

Mr. Bartzen replied: ‘‘Any one well in- 
formed concerning the flour market will teil 
you that the prices paid by the county for 
the Gold Medal flour are the lowest that were 
obtainable at the time the contract was 
awarded, and considerably lower than the 
same flour can be purchased for at the pres- 
ent time.” 

This is the way Mr. Glenn came back in 
answer to Mr. Bartzen’s statement. regard- 
ing the price of this specific flour: 

“What has your statement to do with the 
fact that at least tyro well known millinz 
companies’ bids were from 35 to 40 cents per 
‘barrel less than the price at which you 
awarded the contract to Conybear & Co. 
You fail to anewer this question. 


“Standard Brands” Offered Cheaper. 

“The milling companies whose bids were 
lower than that submitted by Conybear & 
Co. manufacture ‘ standard brands’ of high 
grade and hard spring wheat patent flour, 
*well known all over the country, and have 
for many years supplied the county when~ 
ever they were the lowest bidders with their 
well known brands of patent flour.” 

In his reply to Mr. Glenn, Mr. Bartzen 
wrote: 

“I might say, for your information, that 
on flour delivered by the W. M. Hoyt company 
for the period between Sept. 1 and Nov. 30, 
1910, we were obliged to make ceductions of 
$456.38 by reason of an inferior grade having 
been delivered than the samples submitted, 
also, during the period between Dec. 1, 1910, 
and Feb. 28 1911, we deducted from the 
Durand & Kasper company $3868.78 for the 
game reason. I therefore personally favor 
the purchase of standard brands in original 
sacks.” 

Shows Bartzen “Inconsistency.” 

Regarding these deductions made in the 
past, Mr. Gienn said: 

“We can bardiy see how this justified tet- 
ting the contract to the highest instead of the 
lowest bidder. If any contractor falls in the 
delivery of any goods purchased for the 
county, fit was incumbent upon the county 
to see to it that the deliveries by the con- 
tractor were tn every way equal and upto the 
sample submitted at the time the contract 
was let. 

“You also say that you are personally in 
favor of purchasing stancard brands In orig- 
inal package. At least two of the bidders 
were well known milling companies who 
manufacture the highest grade of standard 
brands of flour, and their bids were a8 stated, 
35 to 40 cents lower than the price at which 
you gave the contract to Conybear & Co., 
and therefore there is an *iconsistency be-

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BOY CONFESSES 
HE KILLED COUSIN 


16 Year Old Says He Fired 
Shotgun at Two Youths as 
They Clambered in 
Window in Play. 


BROTHER SHIELDS HIM. 


Hides Tale of Tragedy of ‘‘Insane 
Fourth” at Lake Zurich Until 
Slayer Yields to 
Father. 


A belated cenfession made by a sixteen- 
year-old boy, who had outwitted a coroner's 
jury and a half dozen detectives, yesterday 
cleared a mystery surrounding the death of 
Elmer Schafer, victim of an ‘insane Fourth” 
at Lake Zurich this year. 

George Jorgensen, a cousin of the Schafer 
boy, who wis 12 years old, made the con- 
fession. Taken on a visit to the scene of 
the tragedy—the Schafer residence at Lake 
Zurich—Jgrgensen broke down. He told how 
he had fired a shotgun point blank at Elmer 
Schafer and Fred Jorgensen, his brother. 

“I killed him,” said the boy. “I didn’t 
mean to, and yet it wasn’tan accident. I just 
pointed the gun at the boys, and somehow or 
other I pulled the trigger. That's all.” 


Father Accompanies Son. 

It was on the theory that solitary environ- 
ment would accomplish what Coroner Tay- 
lot of Lake county and his aids had failed to 
do that the boy was taken to the village 
where he spent the tragic Fourth. His 
father, heart-heavy but resolute, accom- 
panied him. 2 

Fred, whose left eye was blinded by the 
game load that killed Elmer, and who per- 
sistently has corroborated the denial here- 
tofore made by his brother, did not go with 
the party, and George, deprived of his fra- 
ternal support, lost much of his self-confi- 
dence. 

Father and son went to the room where the 
shooting ostensibly had occurred and for a 
time sat together in silence. 

“George,” said the elder Jorgensen at 
length, “ you had better tell meeverything.”’ 

With his eyes downcast, the boy obeyed, 
and admitted that the tale by which he and 
his brother had lessened the suspicions of the 
coroner and the police was false. 

“We were alone in the house—we three 
boys,” he said. ‘I did shoot Elmer, and 
when I said he shot Fred and then shot him- 
self, I lied.

‘fhe future investigation of county civil 
gervice tests, regarding which there have 
been rumors of graft. was clouded with con- 
gé@erable uncertainty yesterday. There 
geemed to be a decided sentiment against 
making public any more scandals relating to 
Dr. Thomas S. Crowe, who resigned Satur- 
éay as county physician. 

He was involved in a charge of boosting 
the grades of eight contestants in the exeam- 
ination for county hospital internes. The 
feeling seems to be that as he has stepped 
down and out, further attacks on him should 
cease. It is the opinion of President Ballard 
Jvunn of the merit board, President Bartzen 
of the county board, and others that all 
tests against which there is the least sus- 
picion should be quietly investigated and the 
defects. if any are found, remedied without 
exploitation. 

It was learned during the day that there 
are three examinations. assistant county 
physician, senior and junior physicians at 
Dunning and Oak Forest, which have prac- 
tically been canceled. In each of these Dr. 
Crowe is said to have had a finger. 


Interne Inquiry to Go On. 

The investigation of the-internes’ exami- 
nation, however, will continue. T nves- 
tigators are scheduled to meet thig evening 
and a lively session is

lication. 

It is said also that nearly all these ru- 
mors have been investigated already, and 
that the commission has all the information 
possible about the prices asked for influ- 
ence in tests. These were said to be from 
$10 to $250, according tg the salary attached 
to the job desired by the applicant. 

That the. merit board has domezmuph work 
is clearly indicated by its advertising exami- 
nations for assistant county physicfan, senior 
and junior physicians at Dunning and Oak 
Forest. It has not been Over two or three 
months since tests for these places were 
held. It is known that Dr. Crowe was close- 
ly connected with each of these examina- 
tions.

Eligible List Canceled? 

If they have not been canceled, the ques- 
tion arises. why does the bulletin board of 
the commission say that a test for junior 
physicians will be held en Aug. 15 and the~ 
other tests later. It is possibie that the board, 
if pressed for an official statement, will say 
that the tests were canceled by the new 
civil service law which became effective on 
July 1.

James, favorite—amd only—son of Otto Bro- 
die, Illinois Aeoro club aviator, celebrated 
his first birthday yesterday by watching his 
father flirt with the clouds at the Cicero fly- 
ing grounds. 

The elder Brodie made severa! flights at the 
afternoon meet, which had been arranged for 
the benefit of Mrs. Dan Kreamer, whose 
husband lost his life at the aviation fleld 
early in the month. *On one of his trips Bro- 
die carried a woman passenger, Miss Leona 
Bliss of Chicago. 

Other aviators—flying field companions of 
Kreamer—participated in the meet and 
helped to wipe out the $2,500 mortgage from 
the Kreamer home at Freeport, lll. Allan 
Lougheed circled the grounds in a machine 
that had been designed and built within the 
last ten days and which never before had 
been tested. 

The mishap that resulted in Kreamer’s 
death as he esayed the air tests leading toa 
pilot’s license did not daunt the wives of 
other aviators. Mrs. Brodie, with her baby 
in her arms, stood beside Mrs. Lougheed, and 
the two coolly watched their husbands takina 
the same chances as had Kreamer. 


Aviators Brave Breeze. 

Nearly a thousand persons had assembled 
in the field by the time the first flight was 
made. It had been arranged to begin flying 
early in the afternoon, but a strong wind 
kept the aviators on the ground. 

At 5:80 o'clock the crowd had tired of look- 
ing into the‘hangars at flying machines in 
various stages of disintegration, but the 
wind still blew high. Had it been any other 
day, it was said, no flights would have been 
attempted. The widow's benefit, however, 
had drawn many persons fn the crowd, and 
rather than disappoint tnem the airmen de- 
cided to risk the breeze.

Rumor Says Percival H. Barker’s 
Methods Were Not Popular. 


HE LOOKS FOR WIDER FIELD. 


Given Two Months’ Furlough and Will 
Resign October 1. 


The connection of the Rev. Percival H. 
Barker, Maywood's “ br band "’ pastor, 
with the First Congregational church in 
that suburb.is to end Oct. 1. Mr. Barker will 
spend the next two months on furlough at 
his parents’ residence in Canada. 

Just who took the initiative in severing 
Mr. Barker's ties to the church is noi gen- 
erally known. Aside from himself and a 
few trustees no one is sure whether the 
pastor deserted the church or vice versa. 

Rumors that Mr. Barker and the church 
were to divorce each other were circulated 
early in the week. when the Maywood news- 
papers failed to print the name of Mr. 
Barker in the church notices. It also was 
said Mr. Barker's name had been painted 
from the announcement board of the church, 
but this not true. 


Many Rumors in Alr. 

One report had it that the sensational 
methods adopted by the pastor to increase his 
fiock had been found wanting In the end. 
According to another, a more opulent church 
wished to possess itself of the disciple of the 
“twentieth century gospel,’’ and had made 
Mr. Barker a tempting offer. Still others 
said that Mr. Barker had made no definite 
arrangement with another church, but that 
he felt he could find a broader fleld beyond 
the borders of Maywood. 

Mr. Barker preached his closing sermon in 
the Maywood church a week ago yesterday. 
Then he packed his trunk and told Mrs. Mary 
Roberts, from v.hom he rented his modest 
bachelor apartment, that he was going on a 
vacation. He preached yesterday morning 
in Chicago’ at the Warren avenue Congrega- 
tional church, then boarded 4 train bound 
for the north. Before leaving he declined to 
throw any Hght on the situation. 


Denies They Asked for Resignation. 

Trustees or members of the congregation 
wera unwilling to talk about the departure 
of Mr. Barker. Dr. W.C. Lovejoy, a trustee, 
acted as spokesman for the flock. 

“ We have not asked Mr. Barker to resign,”’ 
he said. “I understand, however, that he 
will leave usin October. Where he is going 
or what he intends to do I do not know.” 

Mr. Barker first attracted attention in 
June, 1909, when with a thirty-five piece brass 
band as a magnet he drew an audience of 
1,000 people to Maymwood park to hear his 
germon on “A Fight on Character.” 

Staid members of his congregation received 
the shock of their lives in March, 1910, when 
the five prettiest girls in the organization 
supplanted the old trustees as “‘offertory 
collectors.”

Officials of the 
company, however, said that no work was 
being carried onin the immediate vicinity 
of the explosion. 

Supt. J. F. Foster of the park was the onlv 
one who could give any information upon 
which the police could work. He said thers 
had been a disagreement between a branch 
of the electrical workers and the park board 
which had resulted in an open shop arrange- 
ment concerning park employéa. 


Expected Wage Settlement. 

“The electricians who are working under 
an open shop arrangement asked for an 
increase in wages some time ago,”" he sald. 
“TI have since discussed the Matter with 
officials of their Organization and a set- 
tlement was to have been reached through 
arbitration.

Action of the village board followed a re- 
port by Dr. John B. Lyon, village health com- 
missioner, that the river shallows are a 
favorable breeding place for swarms of 
mosquitoes which have infested the village 
this summer ,and that the condttton fe dan- 
gerous to the health of the residents, Inthe 
ultimatum the date by which the company 
must remove the dam is set at Aug. &. 

‘Another grievance which Forest Park says 
it has against the ? orth Shore Electric 
company is an alleged exorbitant rate for 
emergency lighting service. The trusteés 
recently awarded the contract for lighting 
the village to the sanitary district and £up- 
plying power to the water works. They 
sought anarrangement with the electric com- 
pany for current in storms and pending re- 
paire of accidents when the power from the 
sanitary district might be cut off. 


WHITE MAN KILLED IN FIGHT

PARADES HONOR MARTYR. 


Native Orators Stir Throng to 
Enthusiasm—Heroes Given 
Tributes. 


The statue of Karel Havliicek, martyr of | 
Bohemia's fight for lUberty, was unveiled 
yesterday at DougiasS park. 

Gov. Deneen and Mayor Harrison spoke, 
but real enthusiasm followed the fiery elo- 
quence of Bohemian orators. 

The statue stands near the western limits 
of the park, a few yards south of Ogden ave- 
nue. It consists of a heroic bronze figure 
with a background of marble upon which is 
chiseled his name and the work for which 
his memory is revered. 

The unveiling exercises were held at a 
halt in the long procession which formed 
at Eighteenth street and Ashland avenue and 
proceeded through the park to Pilsen park, 
where band concerts, picnic parties, and 
speeches in Bohemian served to enliven the 
evening. 

More than 250 Bohemian societies were rep- 
resented in the parade, many of them from 
other cities, which had contributed to the 
fund, with a score of bands and three elabo- 
rate floats Women and children joined in 
the march, and many orgaizations were 
dressed in picturesque costumes of Bohemia. 


Crowds Await Parade. 

The western end of the park was crowded 
long before the parade arrived, and ail along 
Ogden avenue curbs were lined with people 
waiting for the parade to appear. 

As the procession reached the monument, 
the stands of colors were grouped about its 
base and about half of the marchers were 
massed in the open space of the driveway be- 
fore the speakers’ stand. 

Gov. Deneen, in his address, said such a 
gathering as this typified the high ideals and 
high political beliefs of Bohemian people 
and that such gatherings of a foreign people 
upon American soil were not only an advan- 
tage to those who participated in them, but 
to us all. 

In paying a tribute to Havlicek, who fought 
with his pen, he declased that the preparation 
for the final ordeal on the field of battle wag 
often a severer test of principles and bravery 
than the battle itself. 

Mayor Harrison addressed the crowd as 
‘fellow Bohemians,’’ and spoke principaliy 
on the cosmopolitan character of modern 
America, which he said was a new idea in 
government. He pointed out that while in 
Europe geographical boundaries separated 
widely diverging customs and languages, 
in America all were assimilated. 

“The nations of Europe are sending us 
of their best,”” he said, ‘‘and of al] these 
none are more desirable than the Bohemian. 
We will welcome the time when Chicago, 
instead of being the third Bohemian city of 
the world in point of popylation, shall have 
become the first.” 


Deneen Receives Statue for State. 

The statue was presented to the park by 
V. Sedlacek, president of the memorial as- 
sociation, and was received by William Ko 
lacek, president of the west park noard, who 
in turn presented it to the state in the per- 
ton of Gov. Deneen. 

Prof. Jaroslav J. Zmrhal, principal of the 
Ericsson school, paid a tribute in English 
to Havlicek and other Bohemian heroes in 
the struggle for liberty, and Jaroslav Kosar 
paid a similar tribute in Bohemian.

Mushroom Recipes. 


REALLY learned man, one whom we 

may safely call a savant, who claims 

to be a faithful reader of thts column, 

criticised what wag said the other day 

on the subject of” mushrooms because 
it was nearly all quotations. Emerson says 
something to the effect that we ghould not go 
out of our way to use the words of another, 
but that when he is traveling our way and 
has a finer outfit than our own we should not 
hesitate to accept his hospitality. Some people 
will, some will not. It is largely a matter of 
taste. 

It is only cooks’ who. spend a lifetime learn- 
ing who know all foods and how best to use 
and prepare them, and even such may not know 
everything. And even they may feel that it is 
pleasant to shift the responsibility off on to the 
shoulders of some one else even when a partic- 
ular formula happens to be but a trifle different 
from their own. 

As to mushrooms, it cannot be too emphat- 
ically said that it is not safe to give advice 
that by any chance may be indiscriminating. 
No test has proved infallible. If an onion 
changes color in a dish of mushrooms they 
are surely bad, but is the claim that it always 
will reliable? 

Even the mughrooms of the market may not 
always be safe and may need to be examined 
fwith’ ‘the microscope in order to discover in 
them the presence of small worms deep in the 
flesh. These worms, beneath the skin and not 
visible to the naked eye, are positively poison- 
Ous, says one who knows more about them than 
I Qo.

Last summer {ft was discovered that “ink 
caps,””’ or ‘‘shaggy mane’’ mushrooms, which 
many people eat wwith pleasure and without 
evil results, produced in many cases strange 
effects either immediately or some hours after 
they were eaten. Those who had’ eaten these 
mushrooms appeared to be intoxicated. They 
were, drowsy, bloodshot of eye, talked inco- 
herently, could hardly stand, and could not 
walk. There were other strange effects but no 
prostrations. 

It was suggested that the mushrooms had 
been wilted by the sun. They should, like 
manna—which some people believe was a mush- 
room—be gathered early in the day, when 
atrictly fresh. , 

Mushrooms are nitrogenous, 
spoil almost as quickly 
tions. 

It is not only the mushrooms that are by 
nature poisonous that are unsafe. Others may 


like meat, sid

_be if they are not properly cared for or if, I!ke 


fruit, sometimes they have become infested 
with worms. Amateur growers have lost their 
crop for this latter reason. 

Mushrooms are only safe for people who 
know them. Other people who would indulge 
would best (or surest) patronize the can, and 
theer are some things to be said against mush- 
rooms in cans.

Calf's Liver with Celery and Mushrooms — 
Cut one-half pound of calf’s liver so that 
the pieces will be as nearly the shape of chick- 
ens’ livers as possible. Boil ten minutes. Put 
one Onion, sliced thin, in a frying pan with 
a small piece of butter and brown: add one- 
third of a can of mushrooms which have been 
chopped coarsely. Stir into this one heaping 
tablespoon of flour and then add enough water 
to make a gravy the consistency of cream 
Sauce. Season with salt and pepper to taste. 
Cook in salted water one cup of celery, cut in 
half inch pieces, until tender, and. season. 
Place celery in center of platter with a table- 
spoon of melted butter on top. Around this 
arrange triangles of buttered toast, on which 
place the liver and pour over it the mushroom 
Sauce.—Mrs. A. B. Delaney, Highland Park, Il. 

Note.—In the following recipe a small piece 
of beef tenderloin is used. There are three 
grades of this cut of meat. The first grade the 
butchers will not cut, but they will cut the 
other grades. 

Beef Tenderloin with Mushrooms.—Cut one 
and one-half pounds of beef tenderloin into four 
slices; trim, season, and flour them. Try out 
some beef fat in a frying pan, add a scant tea- 
spoon of butter to it, and fry the meat in this 
for four minutes, turning often. Cover and 
let stand for three minutes more. Lay on plat- 
ter and serve with mushrooms prepared as 
follows: Wash and peel one-fourth of a pound 
of fresh mushrooms, cut into small pieces 
and simmer in one teaspoonful of butter for 
fifteen minutes. Have ready when meat os 
done. Put one teaspoonful of flour and three- 
fourths of a cup of boiling water into the fry- 
ing pan in which the meat was cooked, add the 
mushrooms, season to taste, and cover the 
steak with this thick gravy.—Anna Karstens

ALBANIA. 

Today there is going on in a certain moun- 
tain district of southeastern Europe the 
heroic struggle of a race against tyranny 
if not extinction. 

The people are the Albanians. In num- 
bers they are about 1,200,000. They are 
Aryans, they are Christians—Roman Cath- 
They came into Europe before 
history began. Homer mentions them. 
They are a tall, handsome, intelligent 
And they are fighting, the wom- 
en at the side of the men, against the 
ruthless Turkish soldiers of the supposedly 
reformed and constitutional government of 
Turkey. 

Albania, their immemorial country, 
makes up part of three vilayets, or gov- 
ernmental districts, of Turkey, and it has 
been oppressed and retarded by Turkish 
tyranny for centuries. Although the Al- 
banians are Caucasians and Christians, 
they have had to maintain themselves 
as well as they could by splendid fight- 
ing and hervic sacrifices against the 
overwhelming power of the Moslem. The 
selfishness and pusillanimity of Euro- 
pean politics, the short sightedness and 
futility of the governments which cal! 
theniselves the great powers, have left them 
without the support they should have re- 
ceived long ago in the name of humanity 
and in the name of real statesmausbip. 

A few days ago the pope issued a solemn 
protest against the slaughter of the Al- 
bauians. And it wasa protest needed. The 
Turkish army has destroyed the crops, 
burned the villages, massacred the men 
and older women, and taken the younger 
women for the soldiers. 

In the light of the twentieth century this 
is a hideous recrudescence of barbarism. 
It is a disgrace to civilized Europe and tu 
Christendom. 

But if humanity is not potent enough to 
induce the powers to act, at least efficient 
statecraft should induce them. The Al- 
banians, oppressed and kept backward, if 
freed would progress and become a useful 
community, trading and taking a part in 
the civilized movement of the world. The 
Turks never move. They have choked 
progress wherever they have had the power. ; 
‘hey have no part and are not likely ever to 
take part in our progress, and it is sheer 
waste to let them dominate a region of 


olies. 


people. 


Europe which would prosper and develop if 
‘YYeleased from Moslem tyranny and sloth. 


The Albanians are fighting specifically 
for the following reasonable rights: The 


right to their own schools and language, 


the right to have their taxes applied to their 
own needs, the right to have the Albanian 
soldiers kept in Albania except in case of 
foreign war. They ask also a non-Turkish 
European governor, like the governor of 
Crete, and a consolidation of the Albanian 
districts into one vilayet. 

The Turkish government policy as to 
Albania has been either imbecile or insane. 
There is every reason to believe that de- 
cisive action by the European concert, if 
there is or can be any such concert, would 
stop the Albanian outrages and place the 
whole Balkan situation on a better and 
safer basis, Perhaps there is not enough 
solidarity in European public opinion to 
overcome the peanut politics of chancel- 
leries and. cabinets. Each government is 


afraid to act, for fear another will over- 


reach it, and policy seems based on Dis- 
raeli’s cynical axiom: “If you don’t do 
anything you will make no mistakes,” 

From the standpoint of the job holder 
and professional “ statesman ”’ that is good 
policy. But from the standpoint of the 
common good of Europe it is cowardly ex- 


| travagance, for it does not take into ac- 


count the economic and social loss involved 
in permitting a great region'of Europe to 
be left in a slough of despond when it might 
be sustaining a population peaceful, pres 
perous, and progressive. 


LITERARY UPROAR. 


War is raging in literary Tondon over 
a drastic attack by the Spectator upon the 
English Review, perhaps the most bril- 
liant and certainly the most advanced of 
British reviews. A contributor to the latter 
had discussed rather more candidly than 
is usug! in England certain social condi- 
tions and problems. This offended the 
editor of the Spectator, which announced 
that the English Review would not be men- 
tioned thereafter in its pages. The Specta- 
tor declared that it did not set up fora 
censor of articles published in the Review, 
but taken together with certain advertise- 
ments in the Review, the Spectator regard- 
ed it as a part of a deliberate policy in- 
jurious to the public weal.

Some one writing to a 
New York newspaper relates how while 
a grimy-handed railroad employé was sell 
-ing the aluminium cups prescribed by 
law, a lot of immigrants in the car were 
slaking their thirst from a common bottle, 
the mouth of which was pushed against the 
faucet of the water cooler after each had 
drained the contents. 

It is also recalled that some of those who 
preach precaution in such matters do not 
live up to their preachments, for Pasteur at 
a dinner dipped his grapes in his water glass, 
as he said, to remove any possibility of germs 
thereon, and then a little later absent mind- 
edly drank the water. 

A law which prohibits the common cup on 
railway trains should also prevent the con- 
tamination of the faucet by means of a 
bottle which has touched a dozen mouths.

Physicians, health boards, and .experts 
continually warn the public on matters of 
health and legislatures are occasionally 
found to pass measures protecting the peo- 
ple from themselves. Yet so careless are 
we, as a whole, that some of the simplest 
precautions are daily disregarded, not only 
by the ignorant but by the intelligent as 
well. It may be that absolute immunity 
from germ poisoning may never be attained, 
but as a civilized nation we should make a 
more concerted effort to that end.

WO weeks after his legal renunciation 
of t historic tities of Duke of 
Gandia, Duke of Benavente, and 
Marquis of Javaiquinte, Don Louis 
Bessieres, former member of the 

Spanish cortes, has been laid to his rest 

as a bourgeois. 

He was buried free from the stigma of 
crime of counterfeiting, With which he had 
been charged by his wife’s relatives, and 
which had the effect of keeping him, while 
still a duke, in jail for two years at Madrid, 
until his innocence was judicially estab- 
lished. 

He owed his duca! titles to the fact that 
hé@ had married the only daughter and 
heiress of the sixteenth Duke of Gandia, 
a title originally created in favor of the ill 
fated brother of Lucrezia Borgia, this first 
Duke of Gandia, from whom the present 
Duchess of Gandia is lineally descended, 
having been murdered by his’ brother, 
Cesar Borgia. In Spain women who have 
titles in their own right convey them te 
their husbands by marriage, and in this way 
Louis Bessieres. became through his wife 
Duke of Gandia and of Benavente. 

Although their union was a love match 
they’ soon quarreled, and her relatives, 
who had resented‘her mésalliance, joined 
in his persecution, which resulted two years 
ago in his financial ruin. followed by a care- 
fully engineered conspiracy for the purpose 
of incriminating him in charges of counter- 
feiting. . 

When cleared of these his wife, the 
Duchess of Gandia, was compelled by the 
pressure of public opinion to make some 
reparation, and this took the form of a 
settlement of an allowance of 520,000 a 
year upon him, on the understanding that 
he would give up her name and titles, which 
he had obtained through marrying her, Her 
father was the thirteenth Duke of Ossuna, 
a title now borne by his nephew, Don Mari- 
ano Tellez Giren.

Lord Allendale, who hag just been trans- 
formed by King George from a baron into 
a viscount, is captain of the yeomen of the 
guard, and has an American sister-in-law, 
wife of his younger brother, Hubert, mem- 
ber of parliament for Eastbourne, Mrs. Hu- 


est daughter of Michael P. Grace of New 
York. Lord Allendale and his brother Hu- 
bert, who are rich, are sons of the late 
Lord Allendale’s first wife, a sister of the 
Marquig of Clanricarde. She was one of the 
nfost popular figures in London goclety and 
@ remarkably beautiful woman. 

After her death the late Lord Allendale 
married the widow of that ill fated general, 
Sir George Pometoy Colloy, who was in 
command ofthe British troops on the occa- 
sion of their disastrous defeat by the Boers 
on Majuba hill, in the first Boer war, thir- 
ty years ago. The present Lord Allen- 
dale was fermerly in the army, represented 
the Nexham division of Northumberland in 
parliament, was vice chamberlain to King 
Efward, and is marrted to a sister of the 
Marquis of Londonderry. Bretton Park, bis 
place near Wakefield, has been in the fam- 
ily since the early part of the eighteenth 
century.

Lieut. Francis Woodbyne Parish of the 
Sixtieth Rifles, A. D. C. to Lord Gladstone, 
governor general of South Africa, who, is 
engaged to be married to Miss Dorothy 
Drew, the favorite granddaughter of the 
late Mr. Gladstone (she frequently figuring 
when a child in the latter's portraits, seated 
On the knee of the grand old man), is a 
grandson of that Sir Woodbyne Parish who 
played so important a role at Buenos Aires 
in the infancy of the Argentine republic. So 
great was the gratitude of the republic to 
Sir Woodbyne Parish that when he finaliy 
returned to Europe he received not oniy 
the public thanks of the president, the legis- 
lature, and the government of Argentina, 
and a demonstration from the people, but 
the request by the government that he and 
his descendants in the male line bear the 
arms of the-erepublic on the famliy es- 
cutcheon. It is the only instance of the 
kind I can recall of any diplomat receiving 
such a tribute from the gOvernment to whies 
he was accredited. 

The first years of the Argentine republic 
after its separation from Spain constitute a 
record of murderous revolutions and squalid 
squabbles, and the republic was boycotted 
by the foreign powers. Sir Woodbyne Parish, 
who had begn sent out to Buenos Aires as 
consul general, eventually secured the rec- 
ognition of the republic by England, the other 


great powers of Europe following in Britain's 


wake. Subsequently he negotiated am advan- 
tageous treaty of commerce between Great 
Britain and Argentina, which has constituted 
the basis of England’s preéminence ever 
since in the trade and industry of the re- 
public, 

sedi 

After Sir Woodbyne Parish had obtained 
the recognition of the republic Lord Pos- 
sonby Was sent out as minister plenipoten- 
tlary. But, much to the disgust of George 
IV., he remained only: a short time. For 
George had dispatched him to Buenos Aires 
because he was insanely jealous of this ex- 
tremely good looking but incompetent ciplo- 
mat with whom Lady Conyngham had be- 
come infatuated, the marchioness being at 
the time the favorite of the kirg. 

It was only after Lord Ponsonby's de- 
parture that Sir Woodbyne Parish was ap- 
pointed minister at Buenos Aires, and sub- 
sequently distinguished himself in Europe, 
especially as envoy to the court of Naples, 
though, owing to the invetérate hostility of 
Lord Palmerston, he never received adequate 
official recognition of his services.

Among the many stories recalled by th 
death of the Dowager Ducheags of Devonshir2 
there is one I have seen nowhere mentioned. 
which few people know, and yet which sheds 
light on the character of the duchess. One 
afternoon a friend called upon her and an- 
nounced to her—she then was Duchess of 
Manchester—that a man they both knew well 
had been caught cheating at cards on the 
previous evening. The duchess stopped her 
visitor short, exclaiming: 

“ Wait till I write down a name.” 

“Now,” she exclaimed, “tell me who it 
was.” : 

“George Russell,’’ was the reply. 

“I know it,”’ remarked the duchess and 
showed her visitor Russell's name inscribed 
on the piece of paper. 

Then she explained that during the last 
stay of King Edward and Queen Alexandra 

s Prince and Princess of Wales at Kimbo!- 
ton castle she had seen George Russell play- 
ing unfairly. Instead of making a fuss. or 
exposing him, she merely engineered mat- 
ters so that on one pretext or another ie 
was prevented from playing again while a‘ 
Kimbolton, and he left without suspecting 
he had been discovered by his hostess. 

He was a son-in-law of the sixth Duke of 
Roxburghe, and a great-grandson of the 
fourth Duke of Bedford and of the fifth Duke 
of Argyll; he had been private secretary of 
the Prince of Wales (Edward VIL.) and sec:- 
retary of the government department of pub- 
lic works. 

The duchess’ conduct in this matter pre- 
sents a striking contrast to that of the Arthur 
Wilsons of Transby Croft, who, when they 
believed they had caught one of their guests 
Playing unfairly. denounced him, involvinz 
the late king, who was a member of their 
house party, in the famous baccarat scandal.

ENGLISH ACTIVITY IN CUBA, 

Chicago, July 28.—([Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—When the Hamburg-American line 
negotiated for a coaling station In the West 
Indies, principally for its Atlas service liners, 
running out from the West Twenty-fourth 
street piers in New York, the leading news- 
papers pointed out that this coaling station 
meant to be no less than a forerunner fora 
naval base of the German fleet within strik- 
ing distancé of the Panama canal. 

When recently it was rumored that Jap- 
anese shipping interests had acquired from 
the Diaz régime various concessions on the 
west coast of Mexico, the principal one to 
establish a base for its mercantile marine, a 
well laid and deep plan of the Japanese to 
gain a foothold on the American continent 
was held up to our eyes. Some ascribed the 
cause of the shifting of a large United States 
force to the Mexican border rather to this 
danger than to the turbulent conditions in 
Mexico. : 

The public is waiting now—at least that 
part of the public that takes an interest in 
international affairs—for some editorial com- 
ment on the British activity recently dis- 
playeda at Matanzas, Cuba. 

As most of our leading newspapers in their 
editorials commenting on the international 
situation take their cue from the meaning 
conveyed by the cleverly worded foreign 
news dispatches supplied by the London news 
bureau, and naturally keep on “ blowing ”’ 
through English horn, a sort of hiatus exists 
relative to the Matanzas enterprise, since 
the London news bureau dispatches failed 
to mention this English expansion. 

Matanzas commands the Straits of Flor- 
ida and thus the northern entrance to the 
Gulf of Mexico. Its roadstead, sufficiently 
deepened, will give ehelter to a fleet of the 
largest battleships. The straight roadbed 
would permit a fleet lying there with “* steam 
up’’ to emerge in battle formation and to go 
into action in the shortest possible space of 
time. 

The victory in modern naval battles will 
go to the fleet—a modern fleet, well matched 
as to equipment—that will throw the greatest 
amount of steel in the shortest possible time, 
with, of course, the greatest accuracy, 

A fleet of submarines, with its base at 
Matanzas, can also block effectually the 
egress from or access to the Mexican gulf 
through the Straits of Florida. 

English interests have bought up the con. 
trolling stock of the railroad entering Ma- 
tanzas from the east, are planning the con- 
struction of docks; warehouses, and coal 
pockets, and intend to make Mat&nzas a har- 
bor of the first class. ‘ 


. In addition to this, the English government 


has decided to modernize the fortifications 
of Kingston, Jamaica. end to douwble the 
garrison stationed there, most likely princi- 
pally by coast artillery.

Adding then the price of 
meals on the diner makes us pretty good 
customers of the roads. to say nothing of the 
freight shipped over their lines as a result 
of our gales. 

When leaving Chicago my trunke af 
packed, and samples are such they cannot be 
changed until I return. neither added to nor 
taken from, yet at some places they weigh @& 
high as forty pounds more than in Chicago, 
and we have no voice in the matter except 
pay whatever the agent asks. This as well 
as excess rates should be adjusted. Weare 
also at the mercy of their station lunch- 
rooms, which we frequently have to patrome 
ize, always paying double the amount rall- 
road men and town people pay. 

In my territory I find most hotels very 
considerate of the traveling men, and in cases 
of conventions or special occasions they a8 
a rule always try and take care of us, but 
the greatest evil here, to my mind, is “ tip 
ping,” and every hotel management should 
abolish it, as a great many men travel on8 
commission basis and all these extra ex- 
penses come out of their own pockéta. 

Men making sma!l towns are more eubjet 
to these petty annoyances of overcharges 
than we who make large cities, as we have 
more hotels and cafés to select from.

Dave Buick Drives Car Over Eight 
Mile Course in 8:42, 


HOPE FOR ROAD RACE RECORD 


Pilot Reaches Pace of 84 Miles Per 
Hour on Stretch Near Stand. 


BY JOHN G. DE LONG. 


That the claim of a record breaking circult for 
the Elgin national stock chassis races of Aug. 25 
and 26 is justified, was conclusively proved yes- 
terday when Dave Buck sent a racing car over the 
eight mile course in 8:42, a pace that surprised 
even Chairman Charlies E. Gregory and his as- 
sociates on the contest board of the Chicago Motor 
club, which conducted the trial. 

After the test the committeemen were jubilant 
and did not hesitate to predict the lowering of the 
American road race record when the epeed meet 
takes place. The veteran Buck, winner of the 
Kane county trophy in 1910, was behind the sf-er- 
ing wheel of Arthur Greiner’s old Nationa:, in 
which Greiner took third place in last year’s fea- 
ture event. In spite of the fact that three sides 
of the couree at present are slippery from the re- 
cently distributed oil, Buck made the circuit of 
eight miles in 8:42 rather easily. 

When he rounded the Udina turn and swung 
inte the homestretch he was able to let the big 
blue car out for the first time, an@ the result was 
he covered the three miles from the corner to the 
tape at the rate of a little under eighty-four 
miles an hour, sf 

The test was witnessed by members of the Chi- 
cago Motor club and the Elgin Road Race associa- 
tion, After a conference of the officials it was the 
consensus of opinion that only a little work remains | 
to be done to put the course in lightning fas con- 
dition. The south leg or that portion of the course 
on which the grandstand is located, is as hard 
and smooth as a floor, and all that remains to 
be done is to cover the surface with oil, an opera- 
tion that will be carried out during the week. 

The two short legs on the extreme weat and east 
of the course and the three mile section on the 
north side already have been oiled, and as soon as 
the lubricant is taken up by the soll it Is expected | 
to prove much faster than it was last year. Great- 
er speed also is assured by the improvements on 
the turns, which have been widened by severa) 
feet. On the section running from the grandstand 
to Hornbeek’s corner the course extends from 
fence to fence, and it will be possible for as many 
as six cars to race abreast over it. 

Officials of the Motor club and the Elgin associa- 
tion decided upon the location of the various stands 
near the finish line. The grand stand is to occupy 
the same position as last year, but the structure 
will be improved by elevating it high enough to 
afford a clear view of the cars as they swing along 
the east end of the back stretch. The judges’ 
stand will be placed directly opposite the center of 
the grand stand, with the press stand just to the 
west. The official headquarters of the race meet 
will be placed back of the judges’ stand In the field.

But Johnny and his brother Benny were in 
Peru, Ill, where the Coulon Athletics were 
playing a game of baseball. 
“Pop” Coulon, with his fighting son, had 
traveled to all parts of the country for ring 
battles, and they were just “‘ pals.’’ ‘‘ Pop’’ had 
the father’s interest in the son. and he combined 
this with the acumen of a good manager. Since 
the boy became the wonderfu! little fighter that he 
is, always a winner, ‘‘ Pop’’ was more than 
proud of him. He never has seen Johnny beaten, 
and he never will. although he ddin’t think any 
one could even beat Johnny. 
Two weeks ago yesterday Coulon Jr. attended 
the game in which his son’s team played against 
the Leland Giants at Norma] Park. He went from 
the ball park to the hospital and the operation 
was performed on the following day.
